. pectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
THE PAX OF CONGRESSMEN, 

Wasuineton, D. G., Dec. 12.—Comingo, of Mis- 
souri, opened the debate this morning with a written 
speech of considerable length, which he mumbled 
over in a way that made it inaudible five feet from 
him, As it was intended exclusively for effect upon 
his constituents, it was not necessary that it should be 
heard in the House, Phillips, of Kansas, a new mem- 
ber, made a vigorous speech in favor of repeal, and 
was followed by Burchard, of Illinois, and Monroe, of 
Ohio, to the same effect.

Of course the Presidents salary cannot be 
reduced constitutionally du:ing the present term, and 
Grants emoluments remain unchanged, The bil) 
was then recommitted and will probably be reported 
on Monday, as the Committee have the right to report 
at any time, when it will be considered by the House, 
as in Committees of the Whole. This will limit 
speeches to five minutes, but will permit amendments 
to an unlimited extent, upon each of which the ayes 
and noes can be had, eo that the Opposition will have 
ample opportunity to submit their proposition to re-

tinue to give that country a predominance in 
Europe so long as these virtues are practiced.

It is reported that there will bea deficit of 
$12,000,000 in the revenue receipts before the 
new year begins. There is probably a good deal 
of truth in this, since the Secretary of the 
Treasury has addressed a letter to the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means, calling for ad- 
ditional taxation as the only means for 
reviving the declining revenues. He recom- 
mends (1) the restoration of the duty oa tea 
and coffee, which would probably add $20,000,- 
OC) a year; (2) 10 cents more a gailon on dis- 
tilled spirits, which ought to produce $7,000,000 ; 
(3) 4 cents more a pound on tobacco, which 
would make $4,000,000 ; and (4) a new tax on 
the gross receipts of railroads, steamboats, in- 
surance and telegraph companies. These items, 
the Secretary believes, would swell the revenues 
$42,150,000 a year ; and, if still more be needed, 
he recommends the restoration of the tax on 
legal instruments, deeds, mortgages, etc. What- 
ever the result may be, it will not fail to strike 
the people that the first remedy for a decline in 
revenues that suggests itself to the official brain 
is the increase of taxes instead of greater re- 
ti enchment in the expenditures. The Secretary 
of the Treasurer calls for nearly 650.000, 000, 
while Congress haggles over the reduction of its 
own pay iu spite of the unmistakable sentiment 
of the public mind.

The salary-grabbers at Washington insist that 
their pay is aot too much, because they will 
have to pay an average of $1,000 each u year 
for postage. This suggestion is a fraudulent 
one. There are 874 members of Congress. To 
assume that these each pay $1,000 a year for 
postage is to assume that each of them uses 
83,333 letter-postage stamps each Session. Wuat 
have they to pay postage on? All letters re- 
ceived by them are prepaid. Ail legitimate 
business of their constituents before the De- 
partments, being on official matters requiring 
an answer, will obtain such answer postage-paid 
from the Department. Any person in the 
United States wanting a public document will, 
of course, readily pay the postage thereon ; 
any person wanting such documents as the 
Government sells at cost will order such docu- 
ments from the Public Printer, and inclade the 
postage in the aceount. if Mr. Averill, of Min- 
nesota, who ie heavy on the postage item, 
makes a speech and wishes to send it home as an 
advertisement of himself for re-election, why 
should he not pay the postage on the document, 
which is purely a personal matter? Tat mem- 
bern Cougress should have large corre- 
spondence with their party friends at home, con- 


coraing party caucusing, 
is natural, but why should the people be taxed 
to pay the postage on such letters any more than | 
on the letters of a merchant? There was no re- 
form more needed than that of abolishing the 
frauking privilege, and compelling all persons 
desiring correspondence with members of Con- 
gress upon personal matters to pay their own 
postage. One of the items for which they 
want stamps is to pay the postage on garden and 
flower seeds. These seeds are distributed free 
of cost, and there is no person who wants them 
at all who will not cheerfully pay the postage on 
them. This demand of $1,000 a year for postage 
is an impudent fraud. 


The State Grange of Illinois, which bas been 
in session at Bloomington for several days, ad- 
journed yesterday, after adopting a series of 
resolutions which may be construed as a declara- 
tion of principles. They express the belief 
that the educational influence of the Grange is 
its most valuable feature by inculcating iu the 
minds of members the rights and duties of 
citizenship. They bave 6 cordial sym- 
pathy with the Farmers’ Association of 
the State so far as the differences in organi- 
gation and purpose admits, which presumably 
means that the Grangers, as members of the 
Farmers’ Association, and as citizens, will make 
a political fight for their rights, but not as 
Grangers. The resolution concerning banking 
and currency demands, in s genera! way, an 
equal distribution, and condemns the concentra- 
tion of money for speculative purposes. The 
salary-grab is condemned, and the action 
of the Lilnois House of Representatives con- 
cerbing it is approved. The Legislature is re- 
quested not to meddle with the Temperance law. |, 
The Grangers claim it as a compliment that the 
farmers should have been accused of having 
precipitated the financial panic; construing it to 
mean that they have exposed the fraads of rail- 
roads and other financial enterprises. The right 
of Congress to regulate inter-State commerce is 
affirmed, and Congress is called upon to 
exercise that right. Regarding transporta- 
tion facilities,the Grange holds that the General 
Government should open all the natural water- 
channels at its own expense, but that railroads 
should be built with private capital ander re- 
strictive charters; and a Government freight 
railroad ie recommended only as a last resort, 
after all other means bave been exhausted. The 
Dartmouth College decision is directly attacked 
by the declaration that it is an inherent 
right of the people which cannot be 
alienated to regulate chartered monopolies. 
The present Civil Service of the country is con- 
demned in strong language, as dangerous to the 
integrity and perpetuity of republican institu- 
tions, —a school of political corruption and a 
conetant temptation to dishonesty,—and a more 
adequate remedy than any yet devised is de- 
manded. 

THE SALARY-GRAB IN CONGRESS. 
There is hn evident purpose on the part of the 
members of Congress who took and desire to 
keep the $5,000 back-pay voted themselves at 
the last session, to laugh down the proposition 
to repeal the act.

In time, the exigencies of slavery 
forced Mr. Stephens and Mr. Toombs into the 
Confederate Government; and the first time 
that his voice was heard after his long absence 
was in telling Congress that in years gone by he 
had advocated the most sublime salaries con- 
ceivable, and that he was now in favor of the 
same thing. Around this relic of the past there 
gathered every man who had pocketed back-and- 
forward-pay and did not wish to surrender it. 
They looked upon the Confederate Vice-Presi- 
dent 98 an advocate from some other world 
come to defend and justify a scandal- 

Congfees on 
the direct issue of the repeal of that act and the 
surrender of the money; nor can the “ party” 
double pay of the President.

intimated that he would have vetoed the increase

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PERTEET’S CONFESSION AND RESPITE. 

The intelligence which reached this city yes- 
terday, that the Governor had granted a week's 
respite to Perteet, the wife-murderer, who was 
to have been hanged yesterday at Joliet, created 
a’ general feeling of surprise, the more so as 
former dispatches conveyed no reason for this 
unexpected action of the Execative. Later news, 
however, disclosed that Perteet had made a 
covfession to the Governor, and asked for a 
week's time to prepare himself for his doom,—a 
request which the Governor granted. The 
wretched man, therefore, has a week longer in 
which to make his peace with the world aod his 
God, and it is to be hoped that the time will be 
spent so profitably by him that he will be in a 
suitable frame of mind at the end. 

In view of the confeasion which he has made, 
the letter written by his counsel, Judge Knowl- 
ton, to him, and which was published in Tur 
Tulnuxx of yesterday, is certainly avery remark- 
able document to be Mitten in such a solemn 
crisis. Perteet. iu his dispatch to the Governor, 
published elsewhere, asks for a week's time, be- 
cause he is not yet ready to die, acknowledges 
that he is a guilty sinner, and confesses his 
crime. Judge Kuowlton says in his letter: 


Should you be requested by any one, no ma whe, 
to make any confessions, I hope you will be firm iu 
refusing to do so, as it could do you no good in this 
life or world, or any other. Insist upon your inno- 
cence as you have heretofore done and said, under the 
solemnity of an oath. 


Having urged him to make no confession, 
Judge Koowlton then attempts to ease any 
qualms of conscience the wretched man may 
have by a theological disquisition, calculated 
only to bewilder and becloud Perteet’s mind as 
to his future state. He says: 

After death, our souls are conscious, or they are 
not. If not, the sleep is eternal, and we are out of 
trouble. If they are, we are relieved of the clog of the 
body, ite pains are at ease, and we are what is termed 
happy. It is not possible that an all-wise, powerful, 
merciful God would allow a disembodied spirit to be 
miserable in existence. I have the time when I 
did not think I could live anotiier moment, and was 
then less anxious than I have often been at other 
times. ‘ 

In other words, bis counsel raises a doubt as 
to the future state iu the mind of Perteet, and 
then urges him to die with what is perbaps tan- 
tamouut toa lie upon his lips. The suggestion 
appears to be that either there ig no hereafter, 
and hence it makes no difference whether Per- 
teet died uttering the truth or untruth, or there 
is an hereafter, in which every one is happy, and, 
consequently, an untruth would not affect him. 
We may allow a great deal for Judge Knowlton’s 
desire, io a professional point of view, to shield 
Perteet as far as lay in his power, and we may 
also allow something for his anxiety with regard 
to his publication of the trial with comments 
and arguments,” and also for “the deep dis- 
grace and oblivion in which be proposes to bury 
the opinion of Judge Craig; but, even making 
these allowances, the advice which he gives is 
open to grave objections. 

The impulse of human nature and the pangs 
of conscience, however, have been stronger 
than the lawyer's advice; and the confession 
Will bring to the doomed man more of peace and 
comfort than a volume of such assurances and 

endations as Judge Knawiton conveyed 
to him. If, as the latter says, there may be no 
hereafter, the confession cannot harm him, and 
it leaves bim the record of telling the truth in 
his last hours. If there is an hereafter, in 
which memory reaches back to the deeds done 
in the body, then he will have the consolation of 
remembering that he did not die with a false- 
hood in his mouth. His life has been, at best, 
& worthless one, and was marked by one of the 
most anprovoked murders on record. He has 
rid himself of the horrible burden, and eased 
his conscience by confession. The week which 
remains to him in this world is but a short time 
in comparison with the.eternity to which he is 
so near; but let us hope that, even iu this short 
time, he may prepare himself to enter into it, 
not trusting to his counsel’s dubious specula- 
tions on eternity, but relying upon the mercy 
and forgiveness of Almighty God. 


THE CANADIAN CANALS. 

The merits of the St. Lawrence route, from 
the great lakes to the ports of the Atlantic, over 
that of the Erie Canal, as a means of cheap 


transportation between the East and the West, 


is the subject of an able communication from 
the Hon. John Young, of Montreal, to the New 
York Times. Mr. Young has long been active 
in the promotion of schemes for the improve- 
ment of the Canadian waterways connecting the 
West with the sea and the Hudson River, and 
his experience as President of the Montreal 
Board of Trade and member of the Dominion 
Parliament bas been such as to qualify him to 
epeak with authority on this important question. 
The Erie and Canadian canals were bold under- 
takings when originally constructed, but within 
twenty-five years it was found necessary to 
double their capacity, and so extraordinary has 
been the growth of the country uf which they 
are the outlets that they are again found in- 
sufficient. Every year is mcreasing the dispro- 
portion between their capacity and the tonnage 
to be moved over them. They are inade- 
quate to the present commerce between the 
lakes and the Atlantic, and their inferi- 
ority will grow more and more marked as 
the vast interior trade sweils its annual vol- 
ume. Every interest in the West, and, indi- 
rectly, in the East and abroad, is suffering from 
the stagnation which results from the insufficien- 
cy of these outlets. Transportation is high be- 
cause it is scanty, and it must be made cheaper 
by being made sufficient. There is but one way 
in which this can be done, and that is by en- 
larging the capacity of the waterways between 
the East and the West. The railroads have their 
own work to do, and cannot relieve the canals 
permanently or profitably. The sointion of this 
vital and pressing problem is to be found in the 
application of the familiar axiom of water trans- 
portation, that the cost varies inversely as 
the size of the vessel employed. When the 
Ene Canal, between Buffalo and Troy, was 
enlarged, in 1847, so ad to increases i 
from boats of 78 tous to boats of 210 tons, the

cost of freight fell more than 50 per cent. Au 
the experience of the Canal Commissioners 
New York and the Canadian Government is 
to the effect that to enlarge a an-. ¢., 
to admit larger vesselse—is to cheaper 
freight. This, then, is evidently the means by 
which cheap transportation, which is without 
doubt the most urgent need of the West, is to 
be obtained. The waterways to the sea-coast 
must be enlarged. The question remains, which 
waterways shali be improved, those which give 
outlet by the St. Lawrence to Montreal and to 
New York by the Champlain Canal, or those 
which traverse the State of New York. Con- 
cerning this point, Mr. Young quotes from s re- 
port made to him in 1868, while Chairman of the 
Harbor Commissioners of Montreal, by a» Com- 
mission of three able civil engineers of the United 
States, consisting of che Hon. William McAlpine, 
of New York, James P. Kirkwood, of Brooklyn. 
N. Y., and the late Capt. Johu Childe, of Spring- 
field, Mass. In their report, assuming that the 
Welland Canal had been enlarged to admit ves- 
sels of 1,000 tons, and that the St. Lawrence and 
Lake Champlain were connected by a canal of 
the same capacity, they eaid that this route was 
undoubtedly cheaper and therefore better than 
that by the Erie Canal. Freight sent by the way 
of Buffalo or Oswego must be transshipped from 
lake vessels to canal boats, and to this expense 
must be added the extra cost of canal transport 
and heavy tolls. By the St. Lawrence route, as 
improved, no transshipment is required, and the 
cost of transport is much tess. A further ad- 
vantage of the improved St. Lawrence and 
Champlain route, the Commission report, would 
be the more economic use of vessels of the 
largest class, which could go fromany of the 
lakes directly to New York without breaking 
bulk, and with much less canal navigation. 
These conciusions, it will be remembered, are 
based on the hypothesis that the canal-connec- 
tions of the St. Lawrence route had all been en- 


case. The Welland and Lachine Canals, in 
Canada, were opened in 1824, with locks of 100 
feet in length by 20 and 22 feet in width, with 
4 feet of water on the sills, The Lachine and 
other St. Lawrence canals were enlarged in 
1849 with locks of 200 feet long by 45 feet 
wide; the Welland Canal was left with 
some locks of only 26 feet wide, and it 
is this motley system of locks which now 
exists. To open a route which shall have the 
advantages claimed by the Commission over the 
Erie Canal, the Canadian Government must 
adapt the Welland Canal to propellers of 1,000 
tons (this work is now going on), and must en- 
large the St. Lawrence canals, and the Caugh- 
nawaga Canal between the St. Lawrence and 
Lake Champlain on the same scale. 

The enlargement of the Welland Canal alone 
will do much to cheapen transportation. Ves- 
sels of 1,000 tons will be able to pass from any 
point on the upper laxes through the canal to 
Oswego, whence the distance by canal to New 
York is but 209 miles against 362 from Buffalo. 
Under existing conditions, Oswego is rapidly 
gaining on Buffalo as a lake port, notwitbstand- 
ing the fact that, owing to the limited capacity 
of the Welland Canal, no vessels of more than 
400 tons can reach its harbor. Vessels of 1,000 
tons reach Buffalo, but the saving of 153 miles 
in the transportation over the Erie Canal makes 
it more profitable to use the smaller vessels and 
go through the Weiland Canal to Oswego. The 
question whether tbe canals from Buffalo to 
Troy and from Oswego to Troy can be adapted 
to vessels of 1,000 tons burden, drawing 12 
feet of water, is one on which Mr. Young es- 
presses no opinion.

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COLLEGIATE PROGRESS. 

The National Bureau of Education has just 
issued its annual report for 1872, which contains 
much interesting matter concerning the collegi- 
ate institutions of the country which has never 
before been collected in one volume. Since the 
report of 1871, special attention has been paid 
to this subject, and a list of the names of the 
colleges and their locations, the number of 
teachers and graduates, and the amount of pro- 
ductive funds and other general statistics have 
been gathered for the first time. From these, 
it appears that there are now 298 of these inati- 
tutions in the United States. The total number 
of degrees conferred by them was 4,493, not in- 
eluding 876 honorary. Out of this number, 198 
ladies received degrees. The question of sex 
necessitated à change in the nomenclature of 
the degrees, and the ladies’ parchments there- 
force bear the titles of Mistresses,” ‘* Maids,” 
and Sisters of Art“ and ‘“ Mistresses 
of Literature,“ instead of Masters and 
„ Bachelors.“ The West has shown the most 
liberality in opening its colleges to both sexes, 
the report showi: g that Illinois has 13 colleges 
in which women have the same educational privi- 
leges as men; Wisconsin, 4; Iowa, 3; Missouri, 
4; Ohio, 10; and Indiana, 9; while the great 
States of New York and Pennsylvania have but 
7 each. Notwithstanding the constant drain 
upon the popular pocket for benefactions to 
academies, seminaries, and general charities, the 
colleges have been handsomely remembered. 
During the year, Trinity College received $65,- 
000; the Wesleyan University, $7,750; Yale 
College, $196,284; Amherst, $82,100; Harvard 
University, $158,075; Mount Holyoke, $8,500 ; 
Tuft’s College, $86,000; Williams College, 613, 
635; Cornell University, $185,000; Ingham 
University, $8,500; Madison University, $80,- 
000; St. Lawrence University, $15,960; Union 
College. $19,500; Vassar College, 66, 000; Wells 
College, $100,000 ; College of New Jersey, 6886, 
000; and Rutger's College, $78,607; in all. 
$4,498,000, which has come from the generous 
ambition of the people to enlarge the facilities 
of education. The Eastern and Western States, 
as might naturally be expected, considering the 
serious drawbacks to educational progress 
which the South received during the War, are 
far in advance of the Southern States in the en- 
largement and improvement of college build- 
ings, as well as in the establishment 
of professorships and the general increase 
of tacilities. Of the new colleges, whose estab- 
lishment has been determined upon or strongly 
urged, the following list is furnished: The 
Hamline University, Iowa; Central College, 
Richmond, Ky.; Baptist College, East Tennes- 
see; Knoxville University, Tennessee; Welles- 
ley College, Needham, Mass.; Smith College, 
Northampton, Mass.; Clark University, Georgia; 
Rocky Moun tain University, Colorado; South- 
western University, Clarksville, Tenn.; New 
Orleans University, Louisiana; Indiana Baptist 
University, aud Brown's University, Florida. 
The general tenor of the report is very en- 
couraging to the cause of education, and shows 
o healthy growth in every department.

PERTERT’S LIFE. 

After considerabie dijliculy I have gathered suf- 
ficient information to send you a biographical sketch 
of Perteet, from bu birts to the time of his arrest, 
omitting his family troables, as they have already 
been adverted to in Tae Tüten. The facts upon 
which it is based were maiuly procured from a pris- 
oper in the County Jail her-, who bas acted as Per- 
teet s amanuensis, aud learued what he gave me from 
Perieet’s own iips. Tie eccount may contain some in- 
accuracies, but ii is beiieved to be correct, 

Andrew J. Perteet, or Lapetite, as the name was 
originally spelled, was born in Monticelio, J 
Couaty, Georgia, on the 27th of September, 1814, 
father wes white and his mother colored. When very 

Ouug his parents left Monticelio, moving to Tusca- 
where he attended school fora short time 
and learned to read and write, studying nothing else. 
He was su uently apprenticed to 1— but 
finding tbat bis constitution was not vigorous eno 
to do the work imposed upon him, he forsook the 
bellows and anvil and adopted the trade of bricklayer 
and plasterer, working at it, however, but a short 
time. His next advancement or recession, was to en- 
list in the United States Navy. He remained in the 
service about five years, seeing much of the worid, 
and upon his return u secured a situation as 
deck-hand on a steamboat, He followed steamboating 
several yecrs, working at his trade of bricklaying m 
the winter, and as deck-band during the summer. He 
was employed on boats which ran up and down the 
Biack Warrior, Alabama, Red, Tennessee, Ohio, and 
Liississip; i Divers, and was well acquainted along the 
shores of Lake Poncharirain. 

He filled, as he claiins, ali positions, from deck-hand 
to cook, and from steward to Captain. At one time he 
was third clerk of ape largest palace 
steamers, and had charge the deliv taking 
on of freight at the various landings, 

HIS CAREER IN ILLINOIS,
